'He two Beaſts in the Prophe- 
ſies of this Chapter, are the 
two ſtarres that the Propheſies are 
of in the 8. and g. Chapters , and 


both ſct out vnto vs the Popes.

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 Thefirſt Beaſt is ſaid to ariſe our 
of the Sea, that is, from amongſt 
the lower ſort of men ; whichis, 
when Phocas had flaine his Maiſter: 
Adauritius the Emperour &all his 
Children, and made;himſelfe Em- 
perour, he gaue Boniface Bilbop of 
Rome preheminence to be higheſt 
aboue all other Biſhops, and ſole 
ruler of them. 

In thathe is ſaid co haue ſeauen 
heads, and tenne hornes, with 
Crownes vpon them, the reaſon is 
ſer downe in the ſecond verſe; be- 
cauſe the Dragon gauehim his ver- 
tue, and his throne, and his great 
power, to'enable him to fight a« 
gainſt the Children of God. 

In that there was fer vpon his 
head the name of blaſphemie,is be- 
cauſe the Pope taketh to himſelfe 
that which onely belongeth to 
Chrift, to haueall power in Hea- 
uen and Earth, and whatſocuer 
prerogatiue the Scripture attribu- 
E 4 teth 
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__reth to Chriſt, the Pope 'moſt 


blaſphemouſly raketh to himſelfe. 
' In that he is like the Leopard, no 
Beaſt is-ſo beautifully ſported as 
the Leopard is; fo no Emperour 
ofKing was cuer fo __ or glo- 
riouſly decked with gold and pre- 
cious ſtones, as the Popes haue 
beene. 

In that his clawes are like the 
clawes of a Beare, which hath the 
ſtrongeſt pawes of all Beaſts to 
catch and to hold withall; it ſhew- 
eth that never any Emperour, or 
any elſe,hath been ſach an exaQor 
of the riches of all Lands, as ithe 
Popes haue beene, as Eccleſtaſti- 
call Hiſtories make mention, 

In that his mouth was as the 
mouth of aLyon, it ſheweth his 
tyranny, cruelty, and mercileſnes, 
in deuouring Gods children, and 
well may the holy Ghoſt ſtile him 
a Beaſt that hath theſe beaſtly qua- 
lities : his headthat was wounded 
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Mauritias and his. Children were 
{laine: But Heraclius rhe Emperour 
killed Phocas thar flew them,andre- 
ſtored che Empire againe.. 

And the ſuperſtitious gloriedin 
che Pope being made ſo great by 
the Emperour , and worſhipped 
the Dragon that gaue power vnto 
himz and they worthipped the 


Beaſt, ſaying, Whois like yato the 


Beaſt > Whois able to 'warre with 
him? And the Beaſt blaſpremed 
God, and his name, and his raber- 
nacle, and thena that dwell in Hea- 
uen, that is, his faithfull Children: 
and hee warred againſt the Saints 
and ouercame them , and power 
was giucn him ouer euery King- 
dome, and tongue, and Nation; 
therefore all thar arc in the carth 
ſhall worſhip him, whoſe names 
are not written in the Booke of 


life. But heere is the benefit of the 


patience and faith of Saints ; if any

rodeath was the Emperour, when 
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A Rexelation 
lead into Gaprtiuity, he ſhall be led 
into Captiuity, and whoſocuer 
killed them by the ſword, ſhall bee

This ſecond Beaſt,is the ſecond 
ſtarrein the ninth Chapter, which 
is Hilaebrand, which ioyned the ſu- 
premacie , vato; the Popedome , 
that is, temporall iuriſdition oucr 
the Emperour and the ten Kings, 
to place them and diſplace them 
at his pleaſure, which: is manifeſt- 
edin thathee is ſaid to haue two 
hornes like the Lambe Chriſt, that 
is, to bee Kingof Kings and Lord 
of Lords, as well as Ruler ouer 
ſoules. 

Whereas his Predeceſſors had 
the Emperours power and iuriſ- 
dition bur by permiſſion and fa- 
uour, hee and his Succeflors clay- 
med the ſupremacie of duty giuen 
vnto them of God , alleadging all 


thoſe places of Scriptures, which 


declareth what ſupremacie God 


hath | 


of the Renelation. 6x 
hath givenvnto Chriſt -ouer all-in 
heauenand earth, for his proofes 
thereof , and ſo made the image 
the firſt Beaſt, thatis, like as: the 
firſt beaſthad the powerofthe Em- 
perour, but in fauour;hee annexed 
the. power and ſupremacie aboue 
all Emperours and Kings, as an ap- 
pertinent -and duty-ynto the Pope- 
dome foxeuer, and'he ſpake aspre- 
{umptvouſly as the Dragon, 8 did 
execute his power-inthe Emperors 
ſight, that is, as not hauing his po« 
wer from him bur from God. 
This Beaſt did great fignes, ſo 
that hee made fire to deſcend vpon 
earth in the ſight of men, but theſe 


7% 0ns were done by Nigromancy, 


wherefore afrer Pope Hildebrand 
was condened by a general Coun- 
cell, and for coniuration and dea- 
ling with the Diuell,& many other 
gricuous offences, hee was by the 
ſaid Councell deprmed from being 
Pope; but his Succeſſors vnto this 
7 
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dayftill maintaine the dodrine of 
his vſurped Supremacie ouer all 
Princes. And this Beaſt made alaw 
that whoſocuer would riot worſhip 
the Imageof the Beaſt ſhould bee 
flaine. | 

The number of the beaſts name 
15.666. this is to ſhew, that-at that 
timethe firſt beaſt beganne ro cor- 
ruptthe Churchwith ſuperftitions 
and falſe dorines, as is declared 
in Chap.8$.of the firſt Starre. 

In that-.inthe fift verſe of this 
Chapter, there is a mouth giuen 
vnto the beaſt to ſpeak blaſphemics 
42. moneths, which is interpre- 
tcd, Chap. 11.to be 1260. yeares, 
ſo that juſt this time was appointed 
vnto 'the People, Emperour, and 
Pope, and it ſheweth, that they all 
this time ioyned together, to tread 
downe the holy Cite, the true 
Church, all this while.

Antichriſt-is reuealed in 
ſuch liucly eolours, that none 
except the diuell blinde his eyes, 
but may (ec the Pope to bee Anti- * 
chriſt : now in this Chapter begims 
to be declared his deſtruction.

harping ſheweth how toyfully the 
rated! God, & that none lon ling 
ſuch new ſongs,and ſo much prai 
God, as thoſe which bave ſuffered 
forſtanding faithfully inthe truth, 
and haue beene deliuered. ' 

© Inthar they are commended for 
not being defiled with women, it is 
not onely meant of their bedil 
chaſtity, be alſo of their ſpirituall 
chaſtitie,in that Antichriſt had nor 
made them commit ſpirituall for- 
nication by following his idola- 
trous doctrines : but they;were vir= 
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ins, that did onely:cleaue vato [| 


their Spouſe Chrift and his word. 
In their mouthes was found no 
guile, they taught onely the truth, 
they were without ſpot before the 
throne of God, that is, inthe righ- 
teouſneſle of Chrift. | 
Now the 1260. yeares of Anti- 
chriſt appeare plainely to bee fini- 
ſhed, in that the Gofpell doth fo 
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plentifully flouriſh: andinthat wee 
ſee Chriſt vpon mount Sion, thar 
is,defending his Church. And here 
wee haue a promiſe that this ſhall

"on followeth , Becauſe ſhee hath 


made drunken ali nations with the 
wine of the wrath of her fornicati- 
ons, that is, of her idolatrous and 
falſe doiincs Theres 
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ing that whoſocuer ſhall worſhip 
che Image of the Beaſt, that is, the 
Pope, and recciuethe-print of his 
name; that is, make holineſle in 
croſſing himſelfe, and in other ſu- 
perſtitions, hee ſhall drinke of the 
wine of the wrath of God, and bee 
tormented in fire and brimſtone 
| beforethe holy Angels and before 
the Lambe, and the ſmoake of their 
- torments {hall aſcend: euermore, 


and they ſhall hauc no reſt day nor 


night. 

In that the deſtruction of Anti- 
chriſt followeth the preaching of 
the Goſpell, it declareth, that by it 
Antichriſt ſhall bce deſtroyed, and 
that the ſuppreſſhon of the preach- 
ing of the word was the cauſe of 
the growth of it: and therefore 
it is, that the diucll puts into the 
heads of Papiſts, to keepe all peo-

By an alluſion to grape-ga- 
therers is declared how Gods An- 
gels ſhall caſt the reprobate_ into 
eternall rorments : and in that the 
winepreſſe is without the Citie, ir 
ſheweth that the place of the dam- 
ned ſhall be {eparated from the E- 
le& : and in that there was ſuch 
plenty of -grapes, that the wine or 
bloud of them was vp to the horſes 
bridles that trode the preſles, for 
the ſpace of x600.furlongs,it ſhew- 
eth the multitude of the number of

N this Chapter begins the man- 


ner of the deſtruction of Rome 
gad 
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and the Popedome, by the ſeauen 
laſt plagues: which viſion ' S.Johr 
cals agreatand meruailous ligne. 

The glaſſie ſea'in the 4. Chapteris 
interpreted the ſoules of che: faith» 
fall : there ir was like Chriſtall: buc 
here like fire , ſhewing that the 
ſoules of the faithfull burned in 
zeale for the martyrdomes and per- 
ſecutions of Antichriſt : and when 
they ſaw theſe 7.plagues goe forth 
they reioyced, eſpecially the ſoules 
ofthoſe whom Antichriſt had mar» 
tyred and perſecuted. Their ioy is 
ſignified by their harps, and they 
ſung the new ſong of Moſes when 
he was delinered from Pharao, and 
the ſong of Chrift when hee was 
rayſed from death, that is,Great & 
meruailous are thy workes Lord 
God Almighty, iuſt and true are 
thy wayes,King of Saints,who ſhall 
not feare thee O Lord, and glorifie 
thy name? for thou onely artholy, 
and all nations ſhal come and wor- 
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ſhip before thee, forthy indgments 
ks manifeft. ed "0g Þ.:? 
The Tabernacle in heauen thar 
S.lohs ſaw open, is the Church of 
the faithfull, which by preaching 
ns a doorefor all, by beliefe to 
entcr into the kingdome of heauen. 
In thatthe 7. Angels withthe vials 
of Gods wrath came our of the Ta- 
bernacle, to wit, the Church, it 
fhewecth, that they were ſent atthe 
prayers of the fairhfull : their long 
white roabes is the righteouſnes of 
Chriſt: their golden you ſignifie 
the gloriouſneſle and pureneſſe of 
their loue to God and his children, 
for louc is the band of perfeQion. 
In that the Angels poure out the 
vials of Gods wrath, it ſhewes that 
God vſeth them as inſtruments to 
puniſh the wicked:and though An- 
tichriſt is and ſhall be deſtroyed by 
men,they are but the inftrumentall | 
cauſc of God and his Angels.

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"T He firſt, ſecond & third plagues 
Wo that there fella grievous 
and noyſome ſore vponthem who

that the ſea and waters became 


bloud,ir ſignifieth that many of the 
ſhould be{laine. Theſe ſeeme to 
propheſic the victories that the 
Turks, & other the Popes enemies, 
hauchad againſt the Papiſts, & the 
{laughters they haue committed vp- 
on them, which was the iuſt iudge- 
ment of God,as appeares ver. 5. in 
that an Angell ſaith, Lord thou art 
iuſt,becauſe thou haſt iudged theſe 
things; for they ſhed the bloud of 
the Saints,& of the Prophets, ther- 
fore haſt thou giuen them bloud to 
drinke,for they areworthy.And an- 
other Angell ſaid , Euen fo Lord 
God Almighty, true and righteous 


1 arethy judgements. 


The fourth plague poured vp- 
P23 on 
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on the Sunne; freed to ae vpon 
their clergy;this was the overthrow 
- ofthe Cardmals, Biſhops, Abbots, 
Monks, Friers, Nuns, nd all their 
houſes and dens in England, Scot- 
land,& other reformed countries : 
this plague tormented them with 
heate of fire; and made them boyle 
in great heare, and blaſpheme'rhe 
'name of God, yer they repented. 
not, to giue God glory. 

The fifc viall fell vponthe throne 
of the Pope, &this was the cutting 
off of bis revennues,which were in- 
finite out of all countries,and Eng- 
land was the moſt profitable in re- 
uennues vnto the Pope of all coun- 
tries, and rherefore was CD 
Popes Aﬀe, for bearing all taxes 
impoſirions that thePopes & Cat- 
dina!s laid vpon it; but now the 
Pope is faine to allow maintenance 
for vphalding of Popery in al coun- 
tries:this hath wondertully darkned 
the brightnes of his glory and king- 
dome, 
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dome, and this makes them gnaw 
theic tongues for ſorrow, and-to 
blaſphemethe Godof heaucn for 
their paines and their-fores,- and 
yet they repent not of their works, 

The fixrplague is the dryingtvp 
of the. waters of Euphrates, that 
the way of the Kings: of-the Eaſt 
ſhould be prepared: this is an allu- 
fion to the:deſtruction of the tem- 
porall Babilonzthe meaning is,thar 
asthe Medes and Perſians, turned 
the River  Eaphrates out of® his 
courſe, whereby they: went ouer 
& deſtroyed Babilon;'fo the Lord 
will takeaway all imp:diments , 
thartthe ten Kingdomes- that haue 
hitherto taken part with the Pope, 
may deſtroy Rome the ſpirituall Ba- 
bilon, as the Angell iterpreteth 
itin rhenext Chapter, 

The three vncleane ſpirits that 
caine our of the mouth of the 
Pope,fornow the Pope is the Dra- 
gon in that hee is aboue the Em-

erour, and as mighty and full-of 
rematch and as _ to ſting and 
poyſon Gods children as any Dra- 
gon : andhe' is the Beaſtin reſpe&t 
ofhis beaftly conditions, and'rbe 
falſe witneſle in reſpec of all his 
falſe doarines. 0 
' Theſe vncleane ſpirits. are the 
Teſuites, for they are fworne atthe 
Popes command to goe into tany 
Countrey and ſpend their liues for 
the vpholding of the Papedome; 
theft are the rotten-pillers which 
roppe vp thefalling'towerof Ba- 
ell, the Popedome;they are called 
three, in reſpe& of the triple diui- 
fion of the: Popes Damintons, to 
wit, into the'land.the fea,& Riuers. 
They are compared to frogges, 
to ſhewthey.docas much hurt all 
Countries as the frogs did Egipr, 
and they are as lothſome in the 
ſight of God and men,as frogs are 
in our fights, as frogs turne all 
things that they eat to poyſon 3, ſo 
OC 
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doethey all Scriptures to the poy- 
ſoning of ſoules, and their ſtudy is 
nothing but treaſons, poyſonings 
and murders of proteſtanr. Kings, 
Princes,and Countries;but accor- 
ding to this Prophefie, attherime 
that God hath appointed, their 
wicked practiſes ſhall 'open the 
eyes of all Kings to ſec-the vildnes 
. and horrible wickednes of Anti- 
chriſt, and bee provoked againſt 
that great day of the-Lord to con- 
grepare themſclues in: Arme Ged-

The ſcaucnth Angell powreth 
out his viall into the ayre, that is, 
ſets the. ayre againſt Antichriſt, 
which is ,the breath of Gods Mini- 
ſters, and their preachings vexed 
and rormented him hke thunders 
and lightenings, and ſhooke the 
Popedome like the greateſt earth.

quake that euer was, and made the 
eateſt part of the Popedome to 
all, ' and become ' Proteſtants; 
whichthe Lord be praiſed for- it, 
wee ſec already to bee performed : 
and their preaching was like vnto 
the igreateſt hayle chat cuer was, 
euery hayleſtone as big and heauy 
aSatalent weight , by which figu- 
ratiue ſpeeches, is ſignified the ve-

and pearles, and had a cup of gold 


in her hand full of abominations 
and fil:hines of her fornications, 
and in her forehead was a myſtery 
written,Great Babilon the Mother 
of whoredomes and abhominati- 
ons : and the woman was drunken 
With 
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withthe blood of Saints and mar- 
tyrs of Icſus, and he wondred with 
cat maruell,then the Angell told 
aint _ he _— ſhew him the

ins er? which thou haft ſeene 
was and is not, and ſhall aſcend 
out of the bottomleſle pit, and 
ſhall be deſtroyed , and all that are 
not written in the booke of life 
ſhall wonder at it , that hee being 
ſo mighty could be deſtroyed: this 
Beaſt is the Emperour, which was 
before the EET it ſeemeth 
at the time thereof the Emperour:

 Againe, the Angell interpreteth 
the ſcauen heads to bee ſeauen 
Kings, that is, ſeauen kinds of go- 
uernment in Re, of which five 
were fallen , and the Idolatrous 
Empcrours did then raigne : but 
Conſtantine ſhould quite alter the 
gouernment of Rowe from idolatry 
to Chriſtianity, and hee and the 
Empecrours following him was the 
ſcaucnth King,and the Beaſt in this 
vifion, which is the Pope, is one of 
the ſcauenth gonernment in name, 
becauſe beprofeſſeth the name of 
Chriſt, but indeed he is the eighth 
goucrnment; for hee hath quite 
changed'the gouernment of Roxye, 
from Chriſtianity to Popery. 

The Angell interpreteth the ten 
hornes, to be ten Kings which ar 
the time of the Reuelation had not 
receiued a kingdome, but ſhall re.

Then the Angell interpre- 
teth the waters where the Vhore 
fitterh to ſignific people , multi- 
rudes,Nations and tongues;zwhich 
plainely declareth the Citry of 
Rome to bce the Whore; for no 
Citty from Chriſt to this day hath 
ſo many Countries and People vn. 
der ber dominion, as that Citty : 
andin the cighth verſe, the Angell 
interpreteth the woman to be the 
great Citty, which at the time of 
the Reuelation raigned ouer the 
Kings of the earth, and then was 
the Emperours ſeate there. 

Inthatthe woman fitteth vpon 
a ſcarlet coloured Beaſt, itis, be- 
cauſe the ordinary attire of the 
Pope and Cardinalls is ſcarlet: and 
his fulneſſe ofnames of blaſphemy,

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is, becauſe moſt blaſphemouſlly he 
attributes vnto himſclfe all Chriſts

- In that Saint 7b» ſaw the wo- 
man ſo richly arrayeg in purple, 
ſcarlet, and guilded with gold and 
precious ſtones, and pearles ; thus 
were the Popes, Cardinalls, Bi- 
ſhops, Prelares, Churches and 
Idolls arrayed, and doth molt eui- 
dently deelare that theſe Prophe- 
fies are of Rope. 

The golden Cuppe that ſhe hol- 
deth in her hand, is, her golden 
name that ſhee ſtileth her ſelfe 
withall,calling her ſelfe the Catho- 
lique Church, but her doctrines 
which ſhce teacheth, are filthy and 
abhominable blaſphemies, Idola- 
tries, &uperſtitions,which are the 
wine of her fornication,wherewith 
ſhee made all Nations of the earth 
F drunken; and ſhee is called the 
.great Whore,inthatſhee is depar- 
tedher ſelfe, and hath carried ſo 
many 
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many from Chriſt our Spowſe,and 
from Nis word, and committed for- 
nication with the Diuell and his 
wicked do@trines, and for this cauſe 
itis, that the myſtery, Great Babi- 
lon, is written in her forchead,be- 
cauſe ſheeis the mother of wher- 
domes and abominations of the 
earth, as Babilon was.
